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It's been some time since Laurentian's senate chamber 
lias echoed with applause. Not once but several times dur- 
ing the debate on the fee differential the gallery of forty 
observers broke Into applause as different senators en- 
tered Into the fray. The crowd was composed of inter- 
national students, representatives of Sudbury's West In- 
dian Society, several students at large, some faculty and' 2 
members of the Canadian Party of Labour. 

The attendance at the meeting Increased and facilities 
were strained, several members had to go out and bring 
chairs in. Still several people still had to stand. The 
attendance was due in part to leaflclting by the campus 
Canadian Party of Labour group, the wide publicity given 
to the meeting and the opposition rasled In several gar- 
ters. Visa students as woll as Canadians showed their 
opposition by attending. 

As members came off the elevator on the evlcventh 
floor of the library tower, theywero greeted with a pos- 
ter - international Students Organization, 300% is a hell 
of an increase. Senate had previously considered the fee 
differential at the Oct. meeting and refused to raise tui- 
tion for graduate students on visas, Laurentlan Is the 
first university In Ontario to stand up agaJnst the govern- 
ment's racist policy. Dr. Monahan Indicated that it was 
unlikely that other institutions would follow stilt. His as- 
sessment is probably very accurate; though, there Is a 
very small chance that some universities may take cour- 
age from the Laurentlan decision. 

The motion to reconsider the Oct. decision came out of 
the Budget and Short-Term Academic Planning Commit- 
tee and was support by the Senate Executive Committee. 
Now that senate has hotd its ground the decision cannot 
he challenged In that forum again. The Hoard of Govern- 
ors is the only avenue left to friends of the 300% in- 
crease. Dr. Monahan, when questioned by Lloyd Wagner, 
If he would push the matter to the Board of Governors, 
said he would apd that he felt that the course of action was 
his responsibility. There Is a definite possibility that 
the Board will overturn Senates twice considered deci- 
sion, such a decision will have Interesting conscien- 
ces in that it will clarify lines of authority and have Im- 
plications in olhcr areas. 

The debate began with profossorCook'sprcsentatlon 
of tho Budget Committees position, cook stated that 
to" . . discriminate against overseas students Is con- 
temptable. /* and further added that the " . . money sav- 
od is negllgable. * " Cook was apprehensive of tho con- 
sequences of Laurentlan moving against the fee increases 
unilaterally. 



He cited a phone call that Dr. Monahan had received the 
morning aftor from the (in Cook's words) "minister con- 
cerned". The threat from that quarter was that since 
Laurentlan had taken such a decision it has more money 
than the government thought. Subslditing the visa students 
amounts to 0.15% or the universities budget. However, If 
the government wishes to be vindictive and narrowmtnded 
and there is every reason to believe they will be, the loss 
of revenue could be considerably more. The actual cost 
that Laurentlan should be responsible for Is not that great 
but government action in other areas of financing could 
be harmful. This is the throat that concerns Dr. Monahan 
and others who theoretically oppose the reo differentials 
but do not believe that Laurentlan can unilaterally oppose 
it. The decision may adversely affect the university's 
future requests for funding from the government. On the 
other hand yielding to pressure of this sort from the gov- 
ernment invites more Interference from thorn. Univer- 
sities have tho power to set fees; they are set with an 
attentive eye to government financing policies and thero 
nothing Improper In that. But many people, and a ma- 
jority of senate by their action, find tho governments In- 
trusion* In the area of visa students to be too much inter- 
ference, cook, though opposed to the government policy 
was in favor of yelldlng to the pressure. As a rational 
ho staled "tf you are blackmailed you go to the police but 
it is the police who are blackmaJUng us." Tho debate 
then shifted to what students (how many, what programs, 
etc.) would be affected. This argument obviously 

did not load to a solution. A member of Senate asked that 
the spokesperson of tho people present be recognized. 
Student, Ktngsly Gilliam, read an address to senate from 
the West Indian Society of Sudbury which gave numerous 
reasons why Senate should stand by its decision of Oct. 
in essence it pointed out that visa students are In fact 
not a burden to tho Ontario taxpayer but In fact a defin- 
ite asset to tho economy of the province. 

Lloyd Wagner, president of the University Facu Uy 
Association, a non-voting member of Senate, suggested 
that since Harry Parrot's policy came from objections 
raised by Ontario rate-payers (not substantiated to'date) 
it would be wise to send tho report from Cook back to tho 
Budget Committee for rewording. Tho rewording would 
havo had the reference to visa students changed to "non- 
Ontario residents." This was a left-handed tactic by 
Wagner to point out the lllogtc of Harry Parrot's ration- 
ale. Professor Sahadat and student senator Paul Dugal 
put the motion to Senate as Wagner's non-voting statas 
would not allow him to do so. Professor Ashby pointed 



out that visa students do In fact pay taxes unless they 
can remain in Ontario throughout their education and 
keep their expenditures under twenty-five cents. Ash- 
by's analysis was greeted with loud applause. Jean St 
Louis addressed senate en fractals and said in effect 
that Ihe question before them was one of principle not 
money. Bob Segsworth, Dean of Social Sciences pointed 
out the contradictory logic of the motion The motion 
would have accepted the advisability oi differential fees. 
Wagner told Senate the motion was ridiculous and inten- 
tionally so. It was intended to point out tho ludicrous 
logic that Parrot claims Justified his ministries action. 
Wagner oxlcalmed "I don't accept Harry Parrots' arsu- 
ments . . I hope that Senate las the guts * . OCUFA 
(Ontario Council of University Faculty associations) wants 
to rally around this cause!" Wagners remarks were a- 
gain met with a long round of a^lauso. Cook did not 
like the motion either and said senate should face the pro- 
blem directly, that if it wanted to oppose tho government 
it should " . . vote this piece of nonsense down and 
stand by the consequences." 

Senato was divided on how they should approach the Is- 
sue. Some reasoned that it was one of economics and that 
though a 'distasteful piece of business they should yield 
to the government "this time". Prof. Sadana said he saw 
tho motion as a moral one and would be voting accordingly, 
prof. '*>VA In his address began by saying he seldom 
spo fco at meetings. His voice was shaky at first as 
he gave his address, lie said amonf, olher things that he 
could not view education as "Just another business". 
He pointed out that the executive had put the moral c*ios- 
tlon at tho bottom of Its list; In his words "someone has 
to take a moral stand." He characterized the government 
as being "mired In a provincial attitude". p '«" d J^ _ 
government self centred and added "Queen's Park should 

be antagonized." , 

A few other senators added their arguments and 
sneaker Gary Clark offered the floor to Monahan to make 
Msclosf ng remarks. Monahan declined but revested a 
secret ballot. The motion to reconsider was defeated 
10 to 12, Tho Senate broke Into enthusiastic applause. 
And the bulk of the observers left the chambers having 
been there since two o'clock and it was approaching ; six. 
Monahan saw Senate was eager to be d ^« *"vJ? f __ 
meeting but emphastiod tho Importance of finding altera 
ative means of finance to make up for tho deficit.

Pequistes smash Liberals in election 



MONTREAL CUP — In a stun- 
ning victory, far surpassing even 
Hie hopes of party leaders, the 
Parti Quebecols (PO) smashed 
Robert pourassa and the provin- 
cial liberal party Nov. lfi, winning 
71 of the province's 110 ridings. 

Tlio Liberals won only 20 seats 
compared to 102 In 1073. The re- 
vamped Union Natlouale, under Ro- 
drlguo Blron, took 10 seats and 
drained away enough vote<l to play 
a major role In the PQ victory. 

New Quebec premier Rene Le- 
vesnne said he wilt call a refer- 
endum on "Quebec Independence" 
within two years. Levesque took 
the bluest majority, wining Ms 
seat by nearly 20,000 votes. 

Former premier pourassa lost 
Ms seat to Geratd Godln, former 
editor of the influential magazine 
Parti Prls and a victim of the War 
Mowsures Act of October 19*70. 

In Montreal, general! dissatis- 
faction with economic conditions 
were equated with the Liberals 
and not only brought about the de- 
feat of top Liberals like Bourassa, 
hit proved victorious for PO ca- 
ndidates such as Jacques Couture 
who ran unsuccessfully against 
Mayor .lean Drapean in Hie 197*1 
muntriple election. 

A close look at the voting break- 
down shows Rodrlgno Plron, Union 
Natlonate leader, split the tradi- 
tional Libera! vote giving many PO 
candidates a comfortable wlnlnng 
tnaggin by trying to offer a feder- 
alist alternative to the Dourassa 
regime. The Union National 
took the Liberal stronghold of 
Polnto Claire, a riding in Mon- 



treal's anglophone west wnd, de- 
feating both the Liberal candidate 
and the candidate of the Democra- 
tic Alliance, which unsuccessfully 
tried to tap dissatisfaction with 
the Liberals among Anglophones. 

Following the election, Rene Le- 
vesque sauntered Into a sweating, 
delirious Paul Savuve Arena. A 
crowd of G,000, his party trium- 
phantly victorious after several 
frustrating years. In the 1973 
election, the PQ won only G seats 
The uncontrollahto adntation for 
Lcvcsquc wat matched only by rap- 
turous singing and dancing in the 

aisles. 

Through the campaign, Leves- 
que has tirelessly insisted that 
quality of government was the Is- 
sue « not separatism. A McGill 
dally Poll of 15 PQ organizers and 
deputies late In the evening showed 
12 party members attributing the 
victory to the desire for better 
government while only three thought 
It was due to support for separa- 
tism* 

"People voted for good govern- 
ment, this was the basic Issue. 
Independence will be discussed ta- 
ler," David Payne, a PQ llason 
said* 

Tears streaming down her face, 

Line Pourgcois candidate for St. 

Louis riding In downtown Montreal 
said, "It was a triumph for all 
Qucboclos over the ineptitude of 
the Pour ass a Liberals. Whatever 
the person's language In this pro- 
vince, they must believe we are o 
open, we are democratic, we are 
not racists." 

But, Paul Untorberg, PQ candi- 
date in St. Laurent, cited protest 



of Liberal potltlctcs an an accep- 
tance of separatism as motlviatlon 
for voter support.

It was delivered by Klnglsy 
Gillian at the third regular meeting of Se- 
nate, Nov. 18th, It shows that visa students 
are not a burden on Ontario hit In fact an 
asset to our province.

The West Indian Society of Sudbury would 
like to express Its very serious concerns 

and objections to the proposed tuition fee 
Increases for post-secondary students on 

student visas. 

The West Indian Society wonders, "On 
what basis is it Justified to increase the 
fees of visa students?:: We ask spec I ft - 

rally: , 

Have visa students caused Ontario to 
spend more on education through capital 
expansion or additional operating costs? 
tft other words, If all visa students wore to 
1)0 withdrawn from post -secondary Institu- 
tions In Ontario, would it necessarily re- 
duce the capital and operating costs of 
these Institutions? 

We believe that the answers to these <nis- 
stlons would Indicate that visa students ca- 
use minimal additional costs, if any; Instead 
they add to the economy of the province by 
twlng additional customers to stores that are 
already operating and would continue to op- 
erate at virtually the same cost whether or 



not there were visa students. 

The vast majority of the visa students at- 
tend! nr post -secondary institutions in On* 
tario come from developing countries, some- 
times referral to as "third world" coun- 
tries. Because ot currency exchange l>e- 
Iween the student's count r of origin and 
Canada, the financial iwnlen makes it pos- 
sible for only a privileged few to attend On- 
tario Institutions. 

Although currency exchange varies from 
country to country, It would be fair to say 
ttiat morally a dollar in many developing 
coun rles Is worth halt a Canadian dollar 
even less. Let us look at how the pooposed 
fee increases combined with currency ex- 
change will make It virtually Impossible for 
most students from develoling countries to 
attend post -secondary Institutions in cana- 

1 "it is estimated that It costs approximately 
$3,000 (Canadian) a year for a students to 
attend an Ontario University. An additional 
$H00 from tuition fee Increases brings the 
total to approximately $3,800. Using the 
general currency base discussed earlier, 
we see that it would cost a visa student 
approximately $7,6001 per year In his own 
currency. Considering the fact that visa 
students arenot permitted ' to take employ- 
ment In Canada and that they are not en- 
titles to participate In the Ontario Students 
Wward Porgram to receive loans and/or 
grants, the visa students must bear Ihc hilt 
burden for the $7,800 in his/her currency 



per year. We would like to ask, "How many 
Canadians would be able to attend university 
if they had to afford 57,800' per year? 

We do not suggest thai Ontario is rcs- 
ponslhle for the misfortunes of currency 
exchange, but we would like to point wit 
that the tuition fee Increases would go a 
long way to prevent many capable, ambi- 
tions and deserving youth from having the 
benefits of post-secondary education. 

The West Indian Society respectfully 
suggests that If Canada wishes to provide 
foreign aid to developing countries, there 

are wishe 

few causes that wouhi surpass that of Inves- 
ting In youth, of helping developing countries 
to become better qualified and able to man- 
age their affairs. Some would object to the 
relevance of lids comment by pointing out 
that foreign affairs Is a federal responsi- 
bility. If these concerns have not t»en ad- 
Hniately/ represented by the province to 
federal government, It simply becomes a 
matter of "passing lb" Hick". If, by sim- 
ply explaining it away as a federal matter, 
the wealthiest province disregards this 
petition for a revorsa 1 of a policy that 
would increase already heavy burdens, we 
would then seriously concern ourselves 
with the morality of such an attitude. 

Although not fully retevent to this issue, 
we consider it Important to point out that 
vastly increasing numbers of people from 
developing countries are becoming bewil- 
dered by Canada's: attitudes. Firstly, the 



federal government tightened Us Immigra- 
tion potitcles to the point that It has dras- 
tically reduced the number of Immigrants 
from developing countries. Secoiidaly, 
visitors to Canada from developing coun- 
tries are subjected to very Intensive scru- 
tiny at ports of entry, causing them trem- 
endous hardhsips and inconvenience. I- in- 
ally, the wealthiest province of this wealthy 
country plans to Institute a policy tha t 
would result In almost intolerable burdens 
on visa students to the point that it would 
almost certainly discourage visa students 

from corning to Ontar o. 

The West Indian Society ot Sudbury wi- 
shes to congraulate the Senate of Lauren- 
tlan University for their recent stand ob- 
jecting to tills proposed tree Increase. We 
eiiniusiaslically support you In this cause 
and imcoanwe you in pur si lug the issue 
further with the Hoard of Governors of 
I aurentlan University. Wv futhher iww 
are the Senate to pursue the issue with 
senates of other universities and urge (in* 
Hoard of Governors to pursue it wlrh the 
Government of Ontario.

On Thursday, the members of Senate voted overwhel- 
mingly NOT to raise the tuition fees of International 
visa students attending Laurentian next year. This was 
a decision based on prlnciple^and thrown hack In the 
face of the government's veiled threats on what would 
happen If wo didn't raJse the fees. Laurentian could 
very well pay for Its moral stand. 
Last month when Senate voted not to charge foreign 
graduate students the discriminatory hljher fees, the 
Globe and Mall ran the story on a hot tip from some 
subversive at Laurentian. Hairy Parrot was on the 
phone to Doc Monohan faster than greased lightning 
Apparently Dentist Parrot's conversation went to the 
the effect of: "I guess you guys l&vo more money 
than you need up there". 

Laurentian has been in a difficult financial poslllon 
for several years.

Moo added the guerrilla war to 
the vanguard theory because it 
represented a continuous confron- 
tation with the established pow- 
er structures and because in a 
rural environment it could, over 
time, create whole sections of 
territory which would be con- 
trolled by the new movement. 

As part of the strategy of the 
guerrilla war, a number of tac- 
tics were evolved. Political ter- 
rorism is one of the key ones: 
Wherever possible the movement 
must discredit or destroy the ex- 
isting leadership. It is generally 
much easier to place your own 
'cadres' or members into posi- 
tions of significance and leader- 
ship if the old types have been 



eliminated. 

Therefore* the Chinese Red 
Army 'eliminated' big landlords, 
village chiefs, etc. wherever pos- 
sible. In Vietnam, the revolution- 
ary forces made it a practice to 
assassinate the village leaders 
as they moved into m area. Nor 
did the Americans hesitate to as* 
sassinatc the chiefs in areas that 
they had 'liberated'. Control of a 
territory and its people requires 
that the old leaders be exchanged 
for the new, in the same manner, 
Shane Roberts' credibility wilt 
be destroyed. 

Vanguardism assumes that the 
masses must be led for their own 
good. The cadres of Ihe revolu- 
tionary party know what is need- 
ed because they have studied the 



great masters — Marx-BngcU- 
Lenin, or Marx-Engels-Trotsky, 
and when he argues that he w;is 
fired for political reasons, a larpe 
number of people rally to his sup- 
port. Political persecutions are 
unacceptable and must be op- 
posed.

The revolutionaries want to 
bring you along in small step* - 
they're serious about their busi- 
ness. When people show up at one 
of the AIA meetings that they 
don't want they eject them, and 
if the people don't leave peace- 
fully they eject them physically. 
The things liberal society values 
are despised as weaknesses which 
must be exploited. 

That's the nature of the trap 
the average libcral-democrat 
pel* into. The interference of 
the student bureaucrats in the 
operation of the chevron is unac- 
ceptable. But the domination of 
the chevron by a small, basically 
elite group of political fanatics 
is also unacceptable 



The firing of a professor for 
his or her political beliefs is un- 
acceptable. Bat the exploitation 
of a person's opposition to this 
kind of activity by a group which 
seeks to establish a political so- 
ciety which tends to kill those 
that oppose it is also unaccept- 
able. 

So what do you do? You can 
try to join Ihe'CPCtML) but it'fi 
unlikely that they would let you. 
.You can join one of the front or- 
ganizations, but if you do. re- 
member one of the many Maoist 
slogans; "Unite the lesser enemy 
to fight the greater." The prob- 
lem is that eventually you'll prob-

On the whole, you have to fight 



for their right to exist, but always 
retain the right to oppose them 
democratically. 

That is the essential nature 
of a 'front* organization — an is- 
sue is exploited, new people arc 
attracted around the particular 
issue— and by implication they 
become a part of the fringes of 
the movement they lend strength 
to it without often even know* 
ing that they're doing it. 

Of course, the typical North 
American liberal cheers them on 
— after all, the Americans should 
not have been in Vietnam in the 
first place. People in China arc 
better off in every respect now 
than they were before the victory 
of the Communists. And there are 
a lot of injustices in our society, 
or for that matter around the Uni- 
versity. 

Nobody wants to see people fir- 
ed for their political beliefs. 
Everybody believes in freedom 
of the press. Most of us believe 



in the sacred right of people to 
make up their own mind, to be- 
lieve what they want, and for thai 
matter, to be wrong. In a sense. 
that's the basis of a democratic 
society, People do what they want 
as long as they don't break the law. 
and if they don't like the law they 
can always elect a new govern- 
ment to make some new ones. 

We ordinarily believe in the 
right of people to form organi- 
zations like the CTCtMU and the 
AIA- That's what a democratic 
society is about. A lot ot people 
went to Kurope in the last war 
believing that they were lighting 

for that right.

Course evaluations came up in Senate 
once again Thurs. 18tli at (lie third regular 
meeting of Senate. Ctose to forty students 
were on hand to witness the bodies detib- 
oratlons on the subject of a fee differential 
for visa studotns. That Item was placed 
ruar the bottom of the agenda, the observers 
were forced to writ over an hour and hall 
to have their spokesman heard by Senate. 

The course evaluations were thought to 
have been killed at the previous meeting 
of senate in October . Rjck Hoffman, SGA. 
President, disputed that decision on tlic 
prountts that the October motion to rescind 
course evalutions did not nave the neces- 
sary 2/3 majority. Gary Clark, senate 
chairman said that his ruling on that vote 
was in accordance with Senates procedu- 
ral roles and that In effect only a simple 
majority was required. Debate Ihen en- 
sued as to what sections of the by-laws were 
applicable In this Instance. Hoffman felt 
that section 25 of Garfield Jones (if senate 
was playing poker, appealing to Garficld- 
jones would be equivalent to playing "ac- 
cording to lloyle), was the proper author- 
ity, Gary Clark Insisted that paragraph 
19 was the proper authrolty and emphati- 
cally quoted the phrase when " . . not other- 
wise specified . . M Hoffman and a few o- 
tlier senators were not satisfied with Mr. 
Clarks ruling and Hoffman acccpated Mr. 
darks Invitation to challenge the ruling 
of the chair. Hoffman stated he had spok- 
en to former speakers of senate and felt 
his position to be correct. 

The workdlni: of the by-law had been 



changed since last year, but in the opinion 
of Lloyd Wagner of the policial science de- 
partment, not in such a way as to change Us 
substance. Gary Clark has not had to rule 
on a motion of resclndance since the new 
wording had been introduced.

Mr. Hoffman then put a question to the chair 
concerning a matter senate deemed confid- 
ential and the body moved in camera. 

The original motion to scrap the course 
evaluations at the Oct. meeting of Senate 
was rationalized on the abscenco of any con- 
cerned faculty to administer it, Lloyd Wag- 
ner stated that there were in fact names of 
faculty submitted. One of those names was 
Dave Romney. Romnoy did his Ph'd work 
on course evaluations. Apparently this 
qualification did not impress the learned 
administrators who could nol find any ac- 
ceptable persons to administer the evalua- 
tions.

the business Hoffman brought up was dis- 
cussed. Fortunately the observers were 
well fortified with the free coffee which is 
ordered for senate meetings.
